"NEW_ SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that access to
i nsurance can be inperiled by the response of insurers to crimnal
acts. Rather than allow crimnals to achieve their objectives, it is
the intent of the legislature that crimnals, through crimnal acts,
shoul d not dictate insurance underwiting decisions. It is the intent
of the legislature that courts should use restitution from perpetrators
of intentional property crinmes to nmake property owners and insurers
whol e.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 48.18 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) For the purposes of this section:

(a) "Arson" has the sane neaning as in chapter 9A 48 RCW

(b) "Health care facility" has the same neaning as defined in RCW
48. 43. 005.

(c) "Health care provider"” has the sanme neaning as defined in RCW
48. 43. 005.

(d) "Insured" nmeans a current policyholder or a person or entity
that is covered under the insurance policy.

(e) A perpetrator does not have to be identified for an act of
arson or malicious mschief to have occurred.

(f) "Malicious mschief" has the sanme neaning as in chapter 9A 48
RCW

(g) "Underwiting action"” nmeans an insurer:

(1) Cancels or refuses to renew an insurance policy; or

(1i) Changes the terns or benefits in an insurance policy.

(2) This section applies to property insurance policies if the
insured is:
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(a) A health care facility;

(b) An independent health care clinic;

(c) A health care provider;

(d) Areligious organization;

(e) A commercial, research, or educational organization that uses
animals or plants for food, fiber production, agriculture, breeding,
processi ng, research, or testing; or

(f) A comercial, research, or educational organization that uses,
purchases, or offers for sale a product that contains ani mal or plant
mat eri al .

(3) An insurer may not take an underwiting action on a policy
described in subsection (2) of this section because an insured has nade
one or nore insurance clains for any loss that occurred during the
preceding sixty nonths that is the result of arson or nalicious
m schi ef . An insurer may take an underwiting action due to other
factors that are not prohibited by this subsection.

(4) If an insured sustains a loss that is the result of arson or
mal i ci ous m schief, the insured nust file a report with the police or
ot her | aw enforcenent authority within thirty days of discovery of the
incident, and a | aw enforcenent authority nmust determine that a crine

has occurred. The report nust contain sufficient information to
provide an insurer with reasonable notice that the | oss was the result
of arson or malicious mschief. The insured has a duty to cooperate

with any | aw enforcenent official or insurer investigation.

(5) Annually, each insurer nmust report underwiting actions to the
comm ssioner if the insurer has taken an underwiting action against
any insured who has filed a claim during the preceding sixty nonths
that was the result of arson or malicious mschief. The report mnust
include the policy nunber, name of the insured, l|ocation of the
property, and the reason for the underwiting action.

Sec. 3. RCWO9A 56.200 and 2002 ¢ 85 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) A personis guilty of robbery in the first degree if:

(a) In the commssion of a robbery or of imediate flight
therefrom he or she:

(1) I's armed with a deadly weapon; or
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(i1) Displays what appears to be a firearm or other deadly weapon;
or

(tit) Inflicts bodily injury; or

(b) He or she commts a robbery within and against a financial
institution as defined in RCW7.88.010 or 35.38.060. Evidence show ng
that the establishnent robbed was a financial institution is not
requi red when "bank," "savings and loan," "trust," "payday," or "credit
uni on" appears in the nane of the establishnent.

(2) Robbery in the first degree is a class A felony."
